Judge nixes DeWine’s request 


A Franklin County judge on Monday 
night denied a request to delay Ohio’s 
in-person voting, currently still set for 
today. 

Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Richard A. Frye said it 
would be a “terrible precedent” for a 
judge to step in 12 hours before polls 
open to rewrite the election code. 

Ohio Gov. Mike DeWine had wanted 
to cancel in-person voting today amid

concerns about the novel coronavirus, 
and instead extend voting by mail 
through June 2. 

He had wanted to reschedule in-per- 
son voting for June 2. But DeWine did 
not have the authority to change the 


date of the election — a task reserved for 
the Ohio Legislature. 

Former Ohio Department of Aging 
Director Judith Brachman filed a lawsuit 
Monday in the Franklin County Court of 
Common Pleas to delay in-person vot- 
ing. Brachman, 81, told the Columbus 
Dispatch that she wanted to ensure that 
elderly voters didn’t have to make a
